ers said. 


' The railroad workers waited until 


July 20, 1920, for an increase in wages. 
During the four years preceding the 
cost of living had been rising steadily. 
The railroad workers had been com- 
pelled to bear

Increased cost 


without any compensating wage in- 
crease. 
It is proposed 
now to put 


wages back -where they were before 
the increase in 1920. 


"No one will contend that it costs 


less to live now than in 1920.*It is 
announced 
that the reduction just 


ordered amounts to 13.2 per cent. My 
calculation shows that the wages of 
the lowest paid, those getting 28 cents 
an hour, are to be reduced 17.8 per 
cent, down to 23 cents an hour.

Washington, May 28.—The Lincoln' 


memorial, the gilt of the nation to the. 
memory o£ Abraham Lincoln—one of \ 
the world's most beautiful structures! 
and the greatest shrine of the man I 
who saved the union—will be dedicat- ! 
ed with impressive ceremonies here 
Memorial day. Impressive in its sim- 
plicity the memorial is the mater- 
piece of all public buildings and me- 
morials in the United. States. It stands 
in Potomac park facing the Wash- 
ington monument, and its construc- 
tion was begun on Lincoln's birthday 


; anniversary in 1914. 
The total cost 


has been approximately $3,000,000. 


This monument to Lincoln is a 


Im-ge rectangular building of white 
marble, designed by Henry Bacon, a 
New York architect. 
It has a beau- 


! Ui'ul setting on a direct east and west 
i line with the "Washington monument 
|;ind the nation's cupitol and rises 144 
1'ect above the level o£ the park. 
It 


is composed of four principal features j 
—a siauite of tiie man, a memorial j 
oL 
1 his Gettysburg address, a memorial 


' o£ his second inaugural address and a 
! ^ymhu! of the Union of the States. 


The most important object in the 


memorial is the statue of Lincoln in 
marble, by Daniel Chester French, 
New Yurk sculptor, placed in the 
central hall where, by virtue of its 
imposing position 1n the place of 
honor, it predominates all else,,. The 
statue is colossal in size and yet dis- 
tinctively personal. It represents Lin- 
coln, seated, in a thoughtful mood, 
and is the lirst thing that meets the 
eye as one passes through the Im- 
mense colonnaded entrance. 
Smaller 


halls, one at either side of the central 
hall, contain monumental tablets in 
which deeply incised letters reproduce 
worJ for word, Lincoln's Gettysburg 
address on the left wall and the ad- 
dress made by him at his second in- 
auguration on the right wall.

those are two large inui^il paintings 
l>y Jules Gnerin, a Xi.-w York artist, 
one typifying "Emancipation" and the 
oilier 
typii'yinjc 
"Reunion."

MnKiilllcent Colonnade:. 


Surrounding the 
exterior of the 


walls inclosing these memorials is u. 
ti'.agnUicuiit 
colonnade 
forming

symbol of the union, each column re-" 
presenting one- of the 36 states ex- 
,stins at tho time of Lincoln's death. 
On tho outer walls above the colon- 
nade and supported at intervals by 
eagles are 48 festoons, one for each 
state existing at the present time. 


At one end ot tho great axis, plan- 


ned over a century ago, is the cap'tol 
of the nation, which is the monumi nt 
of the government, and a mile we it- 
ward from the capitol is the 555-fc ot 
granite shaft, which is the monument 
to Georgo Washington.

habitations of man, apart from the 
business and turmoil of the city—iso- 
lated, distinguished and serene. Of all 
the sites this one, near the Potomac, 
is moat suited to the purpose." 


Grounds Are Raised. 


By means of terraces the grounds 


around the site are raised until, the 
floor of the memorial Itself is 46 feet 
higher than the grade of Potomac 
park. A circular terrace, 1,000 feet 
in diameter, first rises above the park. 
On its outer edge stand four con- 
centric rows of trees, leaving a plateau 
in the center 755 feet in diameter. In 
the center of this plateau, surround- 
ed by wide roadways and walks, rises 
an eminence supporting a rectangular 
stone terrace wall 14 feet high, 256 
feet long and 186 feet wide. On this 
rectangular terrace rises the white 
marble memorial. All the foundations 
of the steps, terraces and memorial 
are built of concrete piling which ex- 
tends down to solid rock. 


Rising from this rectangular terrace 


three steps, each eight feet high, form 
a platform measuring 
204 feet in 


length and 134 feet In width. On this 
platform stands the 36 columns, sym- 
bolizing- the Union, which enclose the 
memorial hall walls and support the 
upper portion of the building bear- 
ing the festoons representing the ex- 
isting 48 states. This colonnade is 188 
feet long 
and 
118 feet wide, 
the 


columns being 44 feet high and seven 
feet, five inches in diameter at their 
bases. 


"Within the colonnade stands the 


white memorial hall, measuring 166 
feet in length and 84 feet in width. 
Inside the building the central hall 
where the statue of Lincoln stands is 
00 feet wide, 70 feet long and 60 feet 
high, while the halls where the me- 
morials of the speeches are placed are. 
57 feet long, 37 feet wide and CO 
feet high; four Ionic columns sep- 
arating" each of these halls from the 
central hall. The colonaded entrance 
to tho memorial hall is 45 feet wide 
and 44 feet high. 


To the eastward- of the memorial, 


at the foot of the series of steps 
leading from the entrance ami ex- 
tending toward the Washington mon- 
ument is a lagoon, or reflecting basin, 
2.000 feet long and 
4SO feet wide. 


In its waters is reflected from one 
end the Lincoln Memorial and from 
the other end the Washington monu- 
ment In pictured. 
It Is from two to 


three feet deep, its floors of dark 
material, making the water as reflec- 
tive as a mirror. 
Splendid elm trees 


line both sides of the reflecting basin. 


Hare Specimens of Trees. 


The grounds surrounding the me- 


morial slope up gently to the winding 
walk which encircles the entire struc- 
ture. 
Rare specimens of boxwood, 


trees, nestling in the corners of the 
temple, are- each nearly 100 years old 
and cost about $1,000 apiece. 
Each 


tree, planted about the memorial is a 
selected specimen of great age.
